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Summary of Contents

OUR OVERSEA TRADE IN JUNE AND IN THE SECOND QUARTER 
OF 1938 


A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


exports and re-exports in June compared with a year 
earlier. The decline was in each case much larger than 
could be accounted for by the fact that the occurrence 
of the Whitsun holiday in June this year and in May 
last year resulted in there being one less working day 
this year than last. The decline im retained imports 
was rather larger than that in exports of United King- 
dom goods, so that the excess of imports over exports 


declined from £36°7 million to £346 million, this 





being the third successive month for which a decline | 


has been recorded. At the end of the first quarter the 
excess of imports over exports had risen by £185 


million, but there was a reduction of £7°2 million. in 


the second quarter; for the six months the excess of | 


imports rose only from £192°3 million to £203°6 


million. 


The total value of imports of merchandise amounted 
to £76,503,000, being £1,109,000 more than in May 
and £11,685,000 (13 per cent.) less than in June 1937 
The latter decrease was wholly in respect of raw 
materials (£7,980,000, or 29 per cent.) and manufac- 
tured goods (£6,355,000, or 26 per cent.), an increase 
of £2,618,000 (7 per cent.) being recorded in imports of 
food, drink and tobacco. 
were increases in all groups, the principal being 
for dairy produce £841,000 (13 per cent.), beverages 


In the last-named class there | 
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and cocoa preparations £591,000 (20 per cent.), meat 
£455,000 (6 per cent.) and living animals for food 
£450,000 (81 per cent.). The decline for raw materials 
was general, the largest decreases being in respect of 
raw cotton, etc, (£1,993,000, or 55 per cent.), wood and 
timber (£1,891,000, or 31 per cent.) and raw wool, etc. 
(£1,432,000, or 25 per cent.); other large decreases 


were recorded for undressed hides and_ skins 
(£898,000), iron ore and scrap (£469,000), non- 
ferrous ores and scrap (£370,000) and “‘ other ’’ textile 


materials (£284,000). Apart from two small exceptions, 
decreases were recorded for all groups of manufactured 
articles. The outstanding decreases were in respect of 
non-ferrous metals and manufactures (£2,112,000, or 
39 per cent.) and the manufactured oils group—which 
includes refined petroleum—(£1,171,000, or 24 per 
cent.); there were also substantial decreases for iron 
and steel (£695,000), machinery (£391,000), leather 
and manufactures (£388,000), paper, cardboard, 
(£251,000) timber

Exports of United Kingdom goods during June were 
valued at £36,894,000, being £1,271,000 less than in 
May and £7,479,000 (17 per cent.) less than in June 
1937. The latter decrease was spread over all three 
classes, exports of food, drink and tobacco falling in 
value by £818,000 (11 per cent.), materials by 
£1,196,000 (21 per cent.) and manufactured articles by 
£5,901,000 (17 per cent.). In the first-named class 
the decrease was practically general. 
raw materials showed decreases, the largest being raw 
wool, ete. (£271,000, or 35 per cent.), non-ferrous ores 
and scrap (£198,000, or 57 per cent.), coal (£188,000, 
or 6 per cent.) and oil seeds, ete. (£150,000, or 42 per 
cent.).

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Among manufactured articles the only substantial 
increases were recorded for vehicles (£971,000, or 
31 per cent.) and machinery (£663,000, or 16 per 
cent.). Exports of cotton yarns and manufactures 
declined by £2,169,000 (37 per cent.), woollen and 
worsted yarns and manufactures by £1,182,000 (40 per 
cent.), iron and steel by £1,064,000 (24 per cent.), 
miscellaneous textile manufactures, including silk, by 
£772,000 (38 per cent.) and chemicals, drugs, etc., by 
£591,000 (26 per cent.). 


Exports of imported merchandise last month were 
valued at £4,987,000, the lowest figure 
recorded for any month since January. It was 
£2,190,000 than in May and £2,140,000 (30 
per cent.) less than the high figure for June 19387. 
This decrease was general, re-exports of food, drink 
and tobacco falling by £371,000 (30 per cent.), 
raw materials by £1,150,000 (82 per cent.) and 
manufactured articles by £743,000 (34 per cent.). The 
bulk of the decline was in respect of three groups—non- 
ferrous metals and manufactures (£540,000), rubber 
(£484,000) and wool (£414,000). Transhipments under 
bond, which are not included among the records of 
imports and re-exports, amounted to £2,358,000 last 
month, as compared with £2,563,000 in May and 
£3,427,000 in June 1937.

Exports of coal last quarter amounted to 8,943,000 
tons, showing a seasonal increase of 383,000 tons over 
the previous quarter. Compared with the second 
quarter of 1987 there was a fall of 994,000 tons, or 10 
per cent., but the aggregate value of the exports in- 
creased by 3 per cent. 


Large declines compared with a year earlier were 
shown in consignments to nearly all the principal 
markets, exports to France falling by 461,000 tons, to 
Sweden by 152,000 tons, to Denmark by 108,000 tons 
and to Kire by 69,000 tons; 


however, was recorded for Germany.

Among countries 
ordinarily taking a smaller share of our exports, sub- 
stantial falls took place in shipments to Norway 
(84,000 tons), the Netherlands (64,000 tons), Belgium 
(59,000 tons), Gibraltar (57,000 tons) and Portugal 
(52,000 tons), while the largest increases, apart from 
that to Germany already mentioned, were in respect 
of Egypt (45,000 tons) and Spain (43,000 tons). 


For the first six months of the year exports were 
1,073,000 tons less than a year earlier, due largely 
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to a decrease of 1,012,000 tons in respect of France, 
Shipments to Italy rose by 339,000 tons, to Germany 
by 251,000 tons and to Spain by 196,000 tons, bui 
decreases were recorded for Denmark (242,000 tons) 
Belgium (183,000 tons) and Portugal (161,000 tons), 


The average value of coal exported continued to rige 
throughout the quarter and reached 21s. 4d. per ton iy 
June, the highest figure since December 1926. Thy 
rise during the year was 2s. 5d. and during the quarter 
5d. per ton. 


Coal shipped last quarter as bunkers for steamer 
engaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels 
amounted to 2,505,000 tons, the lowest figure for any 
quarter since the time of the coal stoppage in 1926 
Compared with a year earlier there was a decrease of 
880,000 tons, or 13 per cent., while for the first hal 
of the year the decrease totalled 468,000 tons, or 8 per 
cent. Exports of coke and manufactured fuel were 
also the lowest since 1926, and were 462,000 tons (62 
per cent.) less than in the second quarter of 1987. 
Comparing the first half of this year and last, the 
decrease amounted to 658,000 tons, or 42 per cent. 


Imports of crude petroleum last quarter showed an 
increase compared with a year earlier of 33°5 million 
gallons (24 per cent.) and were the largest in any 
during the past eleven years. Retained 
imports of refined petroleum were the highest ever 
recorded, exceeding the previous record total (in the 
second quarter of 1937) by 14:4 million gallons, or 2 per 
cent.; this last increase was the net effect of a rise of 
48:2 million gallons in respect of fuel oil and a fall of 
82:3 million gallons—from the abnormal figure of a

year ago—in respect of motor spirit. 


Exports of British refined petroleum last quarter 
were seasonally less than in the previous quarter, and 
there was a decrease of 2°7 million gallons (8 per cent.) 
compared with the second quarter of 1937. Shipments 
of fuel oil as bunkers were also less than in either of 
the earlier periods, the decrease compared with a year 
ago amounting to 12:2 million gallons, or 14 per cent.

Total imports of iron and steel last quarter amounted 
only to 178,000 tons, compared with 816,000 tons in 
the previous quarter and 361,000 tons in the corre- 
sponding quarter a year ago. This reduction shows the 
effect of the higher duties on iron and steel which were 
reimposed at the beginning of April, and of the removal 
of pig iron from the Free List as from 13 May. Of 
the total imports during the quarter, India supplied 
60,000 tons, consisting entirely of pig iron. 


British exports of iron and steel last quarter 
amounted to 486,000 tons, which was 38,000 tons less 
than in the previous quarter and 217,000 tons (81 per 
cent.) less than in the corresponding quarter of 1937. 
The decline compared with a year earlier was common 
to all three main classes of iron and steel goods and to 
all but two of the separate descriptions therein; only 
for girders, beams, ete., and for the miscellaneous 
finished goods was an increase (2,000 tons) recorded. 

The following table gives the comparative figures of 
exports of iron and steel to those markets exports to 
which amounted to 15,000 tons or more during any of 
the quarters shown.

The fourteen markets shown took over 75 per cent. 
of the total exports of iron and steel during the first 
half of the year. Comparing last quarter with the 
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corresponding quarter a year earlier, twelve of the four- 
teen markets took smaller quantities, the decline 
recorded for the Argentine being particularly note- 
worthy; this country and China (including Hong Kong) 
took less than one-third of the quantities taken a year 
earlier. The only two increases were in respect of 
Australia and Iran.

The tonnage of machinery imported last quarter 
(31,400 tons) was 5,700 tons less than in the previous 
quarter and 6,900 tons less than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1937. Of this latter decline, machine tools 
accounted for 3,200 tons and rolling-mill machinery for 
1,700 tons. Imports in the first quarter of the year 
were 2,600 tons more than a year earlier, so that for 
the first half-year there was a decline of 4,300 tons; 
imports from the United States were reduced by 3,300 
tons and those from Germany by 1,800 tons. 


British exports of machinery last quarter amounted 
to 117,700 tons, which, though 5,100 tons less than the 
previous quarter, was 6,100 tons more than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year. Compared with last 
year, the principal descriptions of machinery to show 
incre: ised exports were machine tools (8,000 tons), elec- 
trical machinery (2,500 tons) and cranes, hoists, etc. 
(2,000 tons). There was, however, a substantial fall 
in exports of agricultural machinery—from 7,900 tons 
to 4,700 tons. For the first half of the year, exports 
increased by 33,100 tons compared with a year earlier, 
the principal increases being for the classes of 
machinery above mentioned, together with textile 
machinery (9,300 tons) and paper-making and board- 
making machinery (3,100 tons).

The eighteen countries included in the above table 
took nearly 75 per cent. of the total exports of 
machinery last quarter. Compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year, ten of the eighteen 
markets showed increases, the most substantial being 
for the Soviet Union (3,200 tons). Six of the markets 
showed declines, that for the United States being sub- 
stantial (from 3,000 tons to 600 tons), while two 
markets showed no appreciable change. 

The number of new private cars imported last 
quarter was only 1,025, compared with 6,061 in the 
previous quarter and 5,023 in the second quarter of 
1937, there being very few cars imported from either 
the United States or Germany. 

British exports of motor cars and chassis last quarter 
totalled 25,008, which was 1,815 less than in the pre- 
vious quarter, but 398 more than in the second quarter 
of 1987. For the half-year exports amounted to 51,831, 
being 487 more than the record total in 1937 for the 
first six months of the year. Comparing last quarter 
with a year earlier, exports of new private cars in- 
creased by 569, new commercial vehicles by 59, and 
second-hand vehicles (new and commercial together) 
by 36. For chassis a decline was recorded, the decrease 
in those intended for commercial use (1,511) being 
somewhat greater than the increase (1,245) for other 
descriptions. For the half-year, exports of new private 
cars increased by 1,047, there being substantial in- 
creases in exports to Australia (1,941), New Zealand 
(511) and foreign countries in the aggregate (1,784), 
accompanied by decreases to other British countries. 
There was a small decline (342) in exports of chassis, 
Australia taking 754 fewer chassis for commercial use, 
but increasing her purchases of other chassis from 
8,774 to 12,077 

Exports both of motor cycles and tricars and of other 
cycles have been less than a year ago, the decline in 
the latter description being substantial, but for motor 
cycles there was a slight increase in the first quarter. 
The decrease in each case was in exports to British 
countries, exports to foreign countries showing in- 
creases. There was also a substantial decline in 
exports of all descriptions of pneumatic tyres and 
tubes. 

Exports of locomotives and parts last quarter were 
substantially higher than in either the previous quarter 
or the second quarter of last year, as were also exports 
of all other railway vehicles and parts thereof, except 
complete passenger carriages, exports of which in the 
early part of last year were somewhat exceptional. 
There was a very considerable increase compared with 
both the previous quarter and the corresponding period 
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of 1937 in the tonnage of new ships and boats (except 
warships) exported. For the first half of the year, the 
total value of such exports (including war vessels) rose 
from £1,399,000 to £2,641,000, while exports of air. 
craft and parts (£2,863,000) were more than twice as 
great as in the corresponding period of 1937 and con. 
stituted a record for any period of six months.

Retained imports of raw cotton last quarter (239 
million lbs.) were, as usual, smaller than in the pre- 
vious quarter and were 30 per cent. less than a year 
ago; for the first six months of the year there was a 
decrease of 19 per cent. compared with the very high 
figure recorded a year earlier. According to statistics 
published by the Liverpool Cotton Association, the 
deliveries of raw cotton to mills last quarter (269 
million lbs.) were the smallest recorded for any quarter 
since the third quarter of 1932, while deliveries during 
the first six months of the year (614 million lbs.) were 
21 per cent. less than the very large figure of a year 
ago and the lowest recorded for this period since 1931 
(511 million lbs.). The average value of the raw cotton 
imported during June (5°5d. per lb.) was, together with 
February, the lowest since August 1932, and compares 
with 58d. per lb. in May 1938 and 7:5d. per lb. in 
June 1937, 

Exports of cotton yarns last quarter (27:0 million 
Ibs.) were over one-third less than the very high figure 
recorded a year earlier, being the lowest recorded for 
any quarter since the second quarter of 1921; the total 
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for the first six months was 24 million lbs. (28 per 
cent.) smaller than last year. Exports of cotton piece- 
goods showed a seasonal decline as compared with the 
previous quarter, and were 160 million square yards 
(33 per cent.) less than a year ago; exports during the 
first six months (705 million square yards) were 28 per 
cent. smaller than last year and were the lowest 
recorded for any half-year since the war. Substantial 
declines were recorded for all the main classes of cotton 
piece-goods. The following table shows some of the

Of the markets included in the above table, only 
Australia showed an increase compared with earlier 
periods. The largest reduction in exports last quarter 
compared with a year earlier was in shipments to 
British and French West Africa, from 45 to 11 million 
square yards, while there was a decline of 17 million 
square yards (20 per cent.) in exports to British India. 
Heavy declines were recorded in exports to the Dutch 
East Indies, Switzerland, the Union of South Africa 
and South America. In each case, except the Argen- 
tine, these followed on declines in the previous quarter. 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
quarter (206°4 million lbs.) were, contrary to the normal 
seasonal movement, greater than in the previous 
quarter and were 34 million lbs. (20 per cent.) more 
than a year earlier; for the first six months the increase 
was only 4 per cent. The average value of the imports 
during June (10°9d. per lb.) continued the fall which 
has been taking place since September 1937 (16°6d. per 
lb.) and compares with 11:1ld. per lb. in May 1938 
and with 15°9d. per lb. a year ago. Exports of sheep’s 
and lambs’ wool last quarter (8 million lbs.) were 27 
per cent. less than a year earlier, while for the first six 
months exports were little more than one-half those of 
last year, due mainly to the continued decline in ship- 
ments to the United States. The quantity of wool tops 
exported, both last quarter and in the first six months, 
was one-third less than a year earlier; this reduction 
was shared by all the leading markets, but it was 
mainly due to the virtual cessation of shipments to 
China. Exports of woollen and worsted yarns showed 
a similar movement, shipments during last quarter and 
in the first six months of the year being nearly 30 per 
cent. less in quantity than in the corresponding periods 
of 1987. The quantity of woollen and worsted tissues 
exported last quarter (18:1 million square yards) was 
the lowest recorded for any quarter since the second 
quarter of 1931, being 37 per cent. less than a year 
ago; for the first six months of the year there was a 
reduction of 26 per cent. Exports to all the leading 
markets have been less this year than last. In view 
of marked seasonal movements, the countries are 
shown in the following table in order of their import- 
ance as a market for woollen and worsted tissues in

As regards other textile materials imported, there 
was a general decline, except in respect of raw silk, 
imports of which were the highest yet recorded for a 
comparable period. Imports of silk tissues last quarter 
were somewhat less than a year earlier, whereas for the 
first quarter of this year there had been an increase. 
Retained imports of artificial silk tissues last quarter 
were 20 per cent. less in quantity than last year. The 
reduction in exports of artificial silk tissues compared 
with a year earlier, which was slight in the first quarter 
of this year, was substantial last quarter when exports 
were 5:2 million square yards (28 per cent.) less than 
in the second quarter of 1937, the reduction being 
mainly in mixed tissues. There were also substantial 
decreases in exports of both linen and jute piece-goods, 
the quantity exported last quarter being about one-half 
in the case of linen piece-goods and less than one-half 
for jute piece-goods, compared with the very large 
exports recorded a year earlier; the declines were 
mainly due to greatly reduced shipments to the United 
States, the principal market for both classes of goods. 
Jute sacks and bags exported again showed a consider- 
able decline, while exports of cordage, which were the 
same in the first quarter as a year earlier, declined by 
14 per cent. last quarter.

There was a general decline last quarter compared 
with a year earlier in exports of the manufactured 
goods specified in the table. Of the twenty-eight items 
shown, only three—cement, copper sulphate and tin 
blocks, bars, etc.—recorded increases, and of the 
remainder, fifteen showed decreases in the first quarter 
of the year also. Exports of coal-tar dyestuffs and of 
cotton stockings and hose were only one-half those in 
the second quarter of 1937, while decreases ranging 
from about 45 to 30 per cent. were recorded for leather, 
both dressed and undressed, artificial silk stockings, 
copper manufactures, woollen stockings and hose, and 
sodium compounds.

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Imports last quarter of the items specified in the 
above table showed considerable variations compared 
with a year earlier. Of the twenty-five raw materials 
shown, increases were recorded for twelve, in eight 
cases following corresponding increases in the first 
quarter of the year. The largest proportionate rise 
occurred in respect of rubber, retained imports of which 
were nearly three times as great as in the second 
quarter of 1937, as a result partly of increased imports 
and partly of very small re-exports; for soya beans 
and unrefined palm oil the increase exceeded 100 per 
cent. Increases ranging from about 70 to 40 per cent. 
were recorded for copra, iron pyrites, unrefined whale 
oil and tin ore, etc. Imports of hides and skins and 
of timber, both hard and soft wood, were much less 
than in the second quarter of last year, following corre- 
sponding declines in the first quarter. 

Of the semi-manufactures specified, imports of 
copper, lead and zine last quarter were all somewhat 
greater than a year earlier, as was also the case in the 
previous quarter. Imports of the remaining five com- 
modities were again considerably smaller than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1937.

this year, and the latter from 15:3 to 4°5 million ewts. ; 
on the other hand, consignments from Australia have 
risen from 10°9 to 18:2 million ewts., while imports 
from the United States and the Soviet Union amounted 
to 12°0 and 2°3 million ewts., respectively, there being 
no imports from these countries a year ago. The quan- 
tity of wheat meal and flour imported during the second 
quarter was 10 per cent. smaller than a year earlier, 
and for the six months as a whole the decline was 
even more pronounced, smaller consignments being re- 
ceived from each of the principal countries of supply 
except the United States. Barley was imported on an 
appreciably larger scale than in the second quarter of 
last year; for the six months the increase amounted to 
13 per cent., larger supplies from Canada, Australia 
and the United States being offset to some extent by 
substantially reduced quantities from Iraq and the 
Argentine. Owing to the failure of the normal sup- 
plies from the Argentine, imports of maize this year 
have been much smaller than usual; the quantity re- 
ceived during the second quarter was only 7 per cent. 
less than a year earlier, but for the six months as a 
whole imports fell from 34:3 to 29:1 million ewts., the 
reduction in respect of the Argentine being from 31:9 
to 5°6 million ewts. This deficiency was partly made 
up by the receipt of 14-7 million ewts. from the United 
States, not normally a principal source of supply. The 
decline in the average values of the wheat and wheat 
meal and flour imported continued during April and 
May, and in each month of the quarter these values 
were considerably lower than a year earlier. Tor barley 
and maize, average values of imports rose in April but 
fell thereafter; in the case of the former, the decline 
was marked and values were appreciably below the 
level of a year earlier, but maize showed some increase 
in average value as compared with the corresponding 
months of 1937. 

Imports of chilled and frozen beef were somewhat 
larger than in the second quarter of last year, while the 
opposite was the case in respect of bacon and hams and 
chilled and frozen mutton and lamb. Comparing the 
first six months of this year and last, total imports of 
beef rose from 6,210,000 ewts. to 6,521,000 ewts. the 
larger supplies coming principally from Australia; for 
mutton and lamb there was a small decline from 
3,991,000 ewts. to 3,899,000 ewts., and similarly for 
bacon from 3,507,000 ewts. to 3,431,000 ewts. The 
average values of the beef and of the mutton and lamb 
imported during the second quarter were, on the whole, 
somewhat lower than in the preceding quarter but 
rather higher than in the second quarter of 1937; for 
bacon the average value exceeded that in either of the 
earlier periods. The number of live cattle imported 
from Eire was, as in the first quarter of this year, con- 
siderably smaller than a year earlier, but an appreciable 
increase in average value caused the value of these 
imports during the first six months to rise to £3,062,000 
as compared with £2,929,000 in the first half of 1937. 

Imports of butter were rather smaller than in the 
second quarter of last year, but for the first half-year 
there was an increase from 4,851,000 ecwts. to 
4,936,000 cwts. For cheese and eggs increases were 
shown both for the quarter and the half-year. The 
average value of the butter imported was somewhat 
higher than in the previous quarter and considerably 
exceeded the corresponding figure for last year; for 
eggs the average value moved sharply upwards in the 
last two months of the quarter, reaching 98d. per 
dozen in June, as compared with 7°6d. a year earlier. 

Imports of oranges, bananas and tomatoes were all 
smaller last quarter than a year ago, while apples 
showed little change. The value of the fresh fruit and 
vegetables imported in the first half of this year rose to 
£219 million, as compared with £20°4 million in 
1937; this increase was mainly due to larger imports 
of apples and tomatoes, accompanied by a substantial 
rise in the average values of the smaller quantities 
of oranges and onions imported. 

Retained imports of tea, coffee and cocoa were all 
substantially greater than in the second quarter of 
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1937. The total quantity of tea imported in the first 
six months of the year (206°0 million lbs.) was 23 per 
cent. greater than in the same period of last year, 
owing to larger supplies from Ceylon, India and the 
Dutch East Indies; the average value of the tea im- 
ported remained, as in the first quarter, about 1s. 2d. 
per lb., being 1d. per lb. cheaper than in the second 
quarter of last year. The average import value of cocoa 
during the half-year fell to 26s. 2d. per cwt. as com- 
pared with 50s. 9d. a year earlier. 

Imports of raw sugar last quarter were smaller than 
a year ago, but the total for the first six months showed 
only an insignificant decline, a substantial reduction in 
supplies from the British West Indies being offset 
by increased consignments from St. Domingo, Cuba 
and South Africa. The average value of these imports 
continued to decline from the peak level of 10s. 
per cwt. which was reached in November last 
year, though there was some recovery in June to 
6s. 10d. per ewt., which compares with 8s. 11d. per 
ewt. a year earlier. Unmanufactured tobacco 
has been imported this year on an abnormal scale, 
and retained imports during the second quarter 
exceeded those in the same period of last year by over 
70 per cent. Retained imports during the six months 
amounted to 120°6 million lbs., nearly double the small 
imports a year ago; the bulk of this increase was in 
supplies from the United States, but substantially 
larger quantities were also received from India and 
Canada. The average value of the imports declined 
sharply in the second quarter from the high figures 
recorded in the first three months of the year, and in 
June stood at 1s. 14d. per lb., or about the same as a 
year earlier,

SURVEY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


FOR 1937 


The Board of Trade has prepared, with the co- 
operation of the Home Office and the Ministry of 
Labour, a Survey of Industrial Development for the 
year 1937, which gives particulars of factories estab- 
lished, extended and closed down in Great Britain 
during the year 1937 in cases were 25 or more people 
are or have been employed. The Survey discloses that 
during the year 541 factories were opened, giving 
employment to 46,700 workers at the end of 
December, 237 factories were extended and 361 were 
closed down. Of the latter, 87 were closed on transfer 
to another area and 26 on transfer of work to another 
factory in the same ownership. 

This industrial development is analysed geographic- 
ally, the country being divided for this purpose into 
37 areas which have been grouped into 8 regions, and 
also industrially under 14 different trade groups. 
Tables are also included which give similar figures for 
the year 1936. An Appendix to the Survey contains 
details, by area and by district, of the factories estab- 
lished, extended and closed down and of the nature of 
the products manufactured.

INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY CONVENTION, 1934 
RATIFICATION BY UNITED KINGDOM 


The Instrument of Ratification of His Majesty, in 
respect of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, of the International Convention for 
the Protection of Industrial Property and the Agree- 
ment concerning the Suppression of False Indications 
of Origin as revised in London on 2 June 1934, was 
deposited on 30 June 1938.

BRAZILIAN EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 14 July (page 47), the Commercial Coun- 
sellor to H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro reports, by 
telegram, that on 18 July 30-days’ exchange contracts 
were being supplied for bills due and for which currency 
deposits have been made up to and including 15 June. 
Ninety-days’ exchange contracts were also being sup- 
plied for ‘‘ open account ’’ business and to companies 
with daily exchange quotas up to and including the 
same date. 

The Commercial Counsellor is informed that similar 
contracts will continue to be issued day by day, but 
the Banking Control explain that no useful purpose is 
served by further announcements of weekly allotments 
of exchange in advance, and that slight modifications 
do not imply any change in the exchange situation. 


UNITED STATES INCOME TAX LAW 


The Revenue Act of 1938, which became law on 
27 May, revises in certain respects the income tax 
legislation. The more important changes are as 
follows :— 

A foreign corporation (not being an insurance com- 
pany) engaged in trade or business within the United 
States or having an office or place of business therein 
is now to be taxable at the rate of 19 per cent, on its 
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net income from sources within the United States. The 
rate previously in force was 22 per cent. Banks and 
insurance companies will pay income tax at a flat rate 
of 163 per cent. instead of 15 per cent. 


UNDISTRIBUTED Prorits Tax 


The undistributed profits tax on domestic corpora- 
tions provided for under the Revenue Act of 1936 has 
been discontinued and corporations earning less than 
25,000 dollars a year pay only an income tax ranging, 
according to the amount of the income, from 12} per 
cent. to 16 per cent., without any reference to whether 
earnings are or are not distributed. For corporations 
with incomes of more than 25,000 dols. a year the rate 
of tax is 19 per cent. with a credit of 2} per cent. on 
the amount of earnings paid out in the form of divi- 
dends. 

Further, in calculating the 24 per cent. credit, cor- 
porations may now set off losses made in the preceding 
year and earnings used for the repayment of debts 
contracted before 31 December 1937 against the un- 
distributed part of their income. The new arrange- 
ments are to remain in force for the calendar years 
1938 and 1939, after which they are to be reconsidered. 


Mopiriep TAx ON CapiTaAL GAINs 

The tax on capital gains has been modified. Under 
the Acts previously in force capital gains, when realised, 
were taxable at the same graduated rates as other in- 
come, but subject to a sliding scale varying according 
to the length of time for which the capital assets had 
been held. Under the Act of 1938 capital gains realised 
from the sale of assets held less than 18 months will still 
be taxed as ordinary income; in the case of capital 
gains realised from assets held more than 18 months, 
but less than two years, the tax-payer will have the 
option either of paying tax at the flat rate of 20 per 
cent. or of adding two-thirds of the gain to his other 
income; in the case of gains from assets held over two 
years, the taxpayer can choose between paying at the 
rate of 15 per cent. or adding one-half of the gain to 
his other income. Moreover, a net loss realised one 
year may under the new Act be credited against a net 
gain in the following year.

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This Committee, which has been at work since 1920 and 
derives its revenue from a levy of 3d. per ton of coal pro- 
duced and a levy of ls. in the £ on mining royalties, 
includes representatives of both coal-owners and mine- 
workers, and is assisted in each of the 25 coal-mining areas 
by district committees of employers and employed. 

“One of the chief objects of the Miners’ Welfare Fund is 
to provide pithead baths, and in 1937 a sum of £657,690, 
two-thirds of the total grants from the Fund during the 
year, was allocated to this object. By the end of last year 
208 baths had been completed, giving accommodation to 
nearly 275,000 miners, and a further 70 baths, with accom- 
modation for 90,000 miners, were under construction. This 
accommodation is sufficient for more than half the total 
number of miners to be catered for, and the main building 
programme for baths is planned to be completed about 1944. 

Besides building pithead baths, the Committee have spent 
large sums for a variety of different purposes, ranging from 
bowling greens to scientific research. Altogether the Com- 
mittee had, by the end of 1937, made grants to a total of 
£16,523,533, while the receipts of the Fund amounted to 
£16,701,774. 

The Miners’ Welfare Committee’s conception of welfare is 
broad enough to embrace not only provision for the miner’s 
leisure, but also for his safety, his health, and his cultural 
life. Nor have his children been forgotten; hundreds of 
playgrounds have been laid out, while of the 152 scholar- 
ships to universities awarded under the Miners’ Welfare 
Scholarships Scheme, 84 were for the children of miners. 
All this and much more may be learned from this Report, 
which, though published by H.M. Stationery Office, is pre- 
sented in a much more popular form than ordinary Govern- 
ment publications. 


BRITISH SHARE OF WORLD SHIPPING 
TONNAGE 


According to Lloyd’s Register Book for 1938-39 world 
tonnage in existence at June 1938 totalled 67,846,511, of 
which 17,780,859 tons were owned in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Steamships and motorships accounted for 66,870,151 
tons and sail and non-propelling vessels for 976,360 tons, of 
which 17,675,404 tons and 105,455 tons, respectively, were 
owned in Great Britain and Ireland. 

During the last twelve months there has been an increase 
in the steam tonnage owned in the world of 114,471 tons, an 
increase of 1,484,240 tons in the motor tonnage, and a de- 
crease in the tonnage of sailing vessels and non-propelled 
craft of 38,224 tons, making a net increase of 1,560,487 tons 
in the total tonnage for the world. Between June 1936 and 
June 1937 there was a net increase of 1,222,381 tons. 

The countries showing notable increases for the last twelve 
months are :-—Japan (531,602 tons) ; Germany (306,594 tons) ; 
Norway (266,393 tons); Great Britain and Ireland (236,918 
tons); Holland (221,061 tons); Panama (98,720 tons); the 
British Dominions, etc. (81,393 tons); Italy (77,850 tons), 
and Sweden (73,732 tons). Owing to the difficulty experi- 
enced in obtaining precise information in the case of Soviet 
Russia, the figures given for that country may not be 
comprehensive. 

The largest decreases among the principal maritime coun- 
tries are the following, viz.:—The United States—sea 
(421,047 tons); China (127,250 tons); and Spain (95,572 
tons). 


Steam AND Motor TONNAGE AT JUNE 1914 AND JuNE 1938 


From June 1914 to June 1938 the net increase in the 
world’s steam and motor tonnage was 21,466,274, equal to 
47-3 per cent. of such tonnage in existence in 1914, and the 
net addition in the number of vessels was 4,965. 

Since June 1914 there has been a net decrease in the steam 
and motor tonnage belonging to Great Britain and Ireland 
of 1,216,685 tons, or 6-4 per cent. of the tonnage owned in 
1914, while the number of ships has decreased by 1,744 
during the same period, In the British Dominions, Colonies, 
etc., there has been an increase of 1,412,069 tons (86-5 per 
cent.) and 682 vessels since 1914; so that the totals for the 
British Empire at June 1938 compared with those at June 
1914 show an increase of 195,384 tons (1:0 per cent.), but a 
decrease of 1,062 vessels. The aggregate increase of tonnage 
owned in other countries during the same period represents 
more than 85 per cent. of the pre-war tonnage owned. 

Further comparison of the figures of other countries for 
1914 and 1938 shows that the largest increases took place in 
the United States—sea (6,909,557 tons); Japan (3,298,326 
tons), Norway (2,655,822 tons), Italy (1,828,517 tons), Hol- 
land (1,380,302 tons), Greece (1,068,408 tons), and France 
(958,497 tons). The only decrease during this period, other 
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than in Great Britain and Ireland, was in Germany, where, 
although the number of vessels has increased by 231, the 
present total tonnage is still 903,063 tons below that for 
June 1914. 


S1zz AND AGE OF STEAMERS AND MorTORSHIPS 


A considerable increase has taken place in recent years 
in the number of sea-going steamers and motorships of 4,000 
tons and above. In 1914 there were 3,608 such vessels, and 
uow the number reaches 6,426, of which 540 are of 10,000 
tons and above, including 77 of 20,000 tons each and up- 
wards. Of the 540 vessels 253 are under the British flag. 

It may be noted that over one-half of the total number 
of steamers and motorships recorded in Lloyd’s Register 
Book are of less than 1,000 tons each. 

Of the motorships now in existence in the world there are 
1,681 of 4,000 tons and above. Three hundred and sixty-six 
of them are between 8,000 and 10,000 tons each, and 199 are 
of 10,000 tons and upwards. 

There are 3,269 vessels less than five years old, with a 
tonnage representing 12-9 per cent. of the total steam and 
motor tonnage. Vessels of 25 years and over amount to 
9,571, with an average tonnage of 1,377, as compared with 
2,643 tons for those under five years of age. Of the 1,317 
vessels of 8,000 tons and upwards now in existence, 284 have 
been built during the last five years. 

Of the tonnage owned in Great Britain and Ireland, 18-0 
per cent. is less than five years old. Of the principal mari- 
time countries abroad, those having the largest proportion 
of new tonnage (less than five years old), are Japan with 
23°6 per cent., Australia and New Zealand together, with 
22:7 per cent., Norway with 21-9 per cent., Holland with 
19-1 per cent., Germany with 17-0 per cent., Denmark with 
13-8 per cent., Sweden with 13:7 per cent., and France 
with 11:0 per cent. On the other hand, Spain has but 4:3 
per cent., while of the United States sea-going tonnage 
4-1 per cent., of Greek tonnage, 3:1 per cent., of Canadian 
tonnage, 1-2 per cent., and of Italian tonnage only 1:0 per 
cent, is under five years old. 

Of the tonnage registered in Great Britain and Ireland, 
79-2 per cent. is under 20 years old and 56:8 per cent. is 
under 15 years old; while the corresponding percentages for 
the tonnage owned abroad are 63:7 and 35-0 per cent. 

The size-group of vessels with the largest aggregate of 
tonnage is that from 4,000 to 6,000 tons, comprising 
17,962,566 tons, equal to 26-9 per cent. of the world’s total 
steam and motor tonnage. Vessels of 15,000 tons each and 
upwards represent only 5:8 per cent. of the total tonnage; 
it may be noted, however, that upwards of 45 per cent. of 
such tonnage is registered in Great Britain and Ireland.

AUSTRALIA 
OVERSEA TRADE, JULY 1937—APRIL. 1938 


Imports of merchandise in April 1938 amounted to 
£stz.8,400,000, as compared with £stg.8,142,000 in April 
1937, an increase of £stg.258,000 (3-2 per cent.), states the 
Government Statistician, Canberra. Exports of mer- 
chandise were valued at £stg.9,942,000, as compared with 
£stg.11,242,000, a decrease of £stg.1,300,000 (11-6 per cent.). 

Imports of merchandise for the first ten months of the 
trade year 1937-38 were valued at £stg.92,959,000, as com- 
pared with £stg.75,366,000 for the ten months of 1936-37, 
an increase of £stg.17,593,000 (23:3 per cent.). Exports of 
merchandise were valued at £stg.95,144,000, as compared 
with £stg.99,792,000, a decrease of £stg.4,648,000 (4-7 per 
cent.). 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


In April 1938 there was a favourable commodity balance 
of trade of Lstg.1,542,000, compared with a favourable com- 
modity balance of £stg.3,100,000 in April 1937.

TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


According to a report on the trade of Argentina, received 
by the Department of Overseas Trade, the first quarter of 
the current year showed an adverse visible balance, a 
striking contrast to the situation at the end of the first 
quarter of 1937, when there was a record surplus. Exports 
were reduced by more than half, whereas the upward trend 
of imports was maintained, comparative figures being as

Import TRADE 


Owing to the time lag the sharp restriction of orders for 
most imported goods, which was a feature of the closing 
months of 1938, had barely made itself felt in the import 
statistics by the end of March, the improvement in value 
for the first quarter over the corresponding period of 1937 
being 34:7 per cent., as compared with 39-5 per cent. for 
the year 1937 over 1936. Imports of machinery and vehicles, 
however, continued to expand, showing an increase of 75:9 
per cent. by weight and 92-9 per cent. by value, but though 
twice as many motor vehicles were imported, half of them 
are still unsold, and unless the future arrivals fall away 
stocks must accumulate, since the demand has weakened. 
The over-stocking of iron and steel products last year is 
reflected in the quantitative decline of 22-3 per cent. under 
this heading. The imports of non-ferrous metals, on the 
other hand, are thus far being maintained, as are those of 
earthenware and glass, the respective increases being 49-4 
per cent. and 33 per cent. Textile shipments declined 15-4 
per cent. in quantity, but rose 16-4 per cent. in value. 


©XPORT TRADE 


The decline in the value of the exports is almost entirely 
attributable to cereals and linseed, which accounted for 
393 million pesos paper of the total decline of 446 million 
pesos paper, the difference being made up by decreases in 
wool and hide exports, amounting to 39 and 17 million 
pesos paper, respectively, due mainly to a sharp drop in 
prices. The fall in cereals and linseed, on the other hand, 
is explained by a contraction of 72-6 per cent. in tonnage 
as a result of crop failures and the absence of a carry-over 
of maize, prices for the first quarter of 1938 being slightly 
higher on the whole than for the corresponding period of 
1937. Meat exports rose 4:7 per cent. in quantity and 
19:4 per cent. in value.

FRANCE 


PRINCIPAL IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1937: 
COMPARISON WITH 1936 AND 1913 


As a consequence of the devaluation of the franc and of 
the increases in world prices of many commodities, the value 
of imports into France in 1937 showed an all-round advance 
compared with 1936. Among the most noteworthy increases, 
according to figures received by the Department of Overseas 
Trade, were :—Coal, 2,651 million francs (120-6 per cent.) ; 
mineral oils, 1,583 million frs, (105-9 per cent.) ; raw wool, 
1,139 million frs. (82-1 per cent.); oilseeds and fruits, 796 
million frs. (52-6 per cent.) ; materials for paper-making, 781 
million frs. (163-5 per cent.) ; engines and machinery, 773 
million frs. (86°7 per cent.) ; wines, chiefly from Algeria, 771 
million frs. (48-4 per cent.); cotton, 469 million frs, (27-6 
per cent.); copper, 463 million frs. (97-1 per cent.) ; timber, 
the tropical varieties of which come chiefly from French 
African colonies and Guiana, 451 million frs, (108-7 per 


cent.); sugar, coming chiefly from the West Indies and 
Réunion, 446 million frs. (128-5 per cent.); and cereals, 
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almost exclusively from French oversea possessions, 412 
million frs, (29-9 per cent.). 


VaLve or Imports 


The following table includes, for the years 1937, 1936 and 
1913, all commodities of which imports attained, in 1937, 
a value of at least 500 million frs. It will be seen that 
mineral oils have advanced from seventh place in the list to 
second place, wool from fifth to third, raw materials for 
paper-making from fourteenth to tenth, while cotton has 
dropped back from second to sixth, and wine from third to 
fourth.

The greatest increases occurred in raw materials and 
semi-manufactured goods. In normal circumstances this 
would be taken as a healthy sign of reviving industrial 
activity ; but, unfortunately, nearly all the commodities of 
which imports have increased in quantity are products found 
in abundant quantity in France, while the chief declines 
occurred in materials that are compulsorily purchased from 
abroad, such as wool and cotton. The logical inference is 
that the increases in imports have merely served to make 
up for deficiencies in production, due to the lessened output 
of labour. 


VALUE oF Exports 


As regards exports, the considerable increases recorded in 
values were also attributable to the depreciation of the 
currency. The principal ones were in pig iron, iron and 
steel, 993 million frs. (125-5 per cent.) ; wool, 802 million frs. 
(90:3 per cent.) ; raw hides and pelts, 462 million frs, (115-5 
per eent.); chemical products, 446 million frs. (57-9 per 
cent.); ores, 377 million frs, (71:5 per cent.); engines and 
machinery, 324 million frs. (54 per cent.); and cotton 
fabrics, 8322 million frs. (41-9 per cent.).

\ decrease of 1,400 tons, or 3-7 per cent., was shown for 
cotton fabrics. All the other commodities tabulated above 
increased in quantity, pig iron, iron and steel rising by 
75,500 tons (3:7 per cent.); wool, 11,400 tons (17-1 per 
cent.); chemical products, 211 900 tons (15:9 per cent.) ; 
engines and machinery, 18,300 tons (23:3 per cent.); ores, 
1,100,200 tons (5:9 per “cent.) ; coachwork, 9,800 tons (23:2 
per cent.) ; raw hides and pelts, 15,800 tons (29-2 per cent.) ;

These figures confirm that the revival of exports was much 
smaller than that of imports. Normally, the depreciation 
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of the franc should have stimulated exports and put a brake 
on imports. Disturbing influences, however, checked the 
trend towards the balancing of the trade exchanges, which 
should have constituted the principal advantage to be 
expected from a revaluation of the currency.

UNITED KINGDOM—FRANCE 


COMMERCIAL TREATY RELATING TO THE 
FRENCH ZONE OF MOROCCO 


A new Commercial Treaty with the French Government 
relating to the French Zone of Morocco was signed at Paris 
on 18 July and when ratified will replace the Convention 
of Commerce and Navigation between the United Kingdom 
and Morocco of December 1856. The new Treaty arises 
from an Exchange of Letters annexed to the Convention 
for the Abolition of Capitulations in Morocco and Zanzibar 
of July 1937, in which the two Governments expressed their 
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UNITED KINGDOM—FRANCE—Continued 


desire to revise the Treaty of 1856, and to begin negotiations 
for a new commercial treaty on the basis of reciprocity. 

Under the Treaty now signed the British Government con- 
sent, as far as their treaty rights are concerned, to the 
assumption by the Protectorate Authorities of Customs tariff 
autonomy, and in particular of the right to levy duties in 
excess of the existing basic 10 per cent. ad valorem fixed in 
the Anglo-Moroccan Treaty of 1856. 

The new Treaty fixes the duties on a large proportion of 
United Kingdom exports to Morocco, at rates varying from 
the existing basic rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem up to 
15 per cent. ad valorem. These rates are exclusive of the 
special surtax of 24 per cent. ad valorem authorised under 
the Act of Algeciras. The conventionalisations cover almost 
all the main United Kingdom trades interested in Morocco, 
including candles, coal and briquettes, wool yarns, mineral 
tar, bleached and dyed cotton tissues, wool tissues for 
clothing, diesel engines, tinwares, household articles of iron 
and steel and lubricating oils. In return the duties on most 
of the chief Moroccan exports to this country are conven- 
tionalised at the existing levels, and in a few cases are 
reduced. 

An Exchange of Notes annexed to the Treaty provides 
that if quotas are introduced into the French Zone, they 
shall include quotas on certain goods of particular interest 
to the United Kingdom, namely, cotton goods (including 
made-up clothing of cotton), woollen tissues and coal and 
diesel engines, fixed by reference to specified basic periods. 
In other Exchanges of Notes the French Government under- 
take that they will not in general prejudice the conven- 
tionalisation of Customs duties by means of increased in- 
ternal taxation, and the United Kingdom Government give 
their consent to certain changes in the Customs administra- 
tion of the French Zone which the French Government con- 
template putting into operation. 

The Treaty will remain in force for a period of seven 
years from the date of the exchange of ratifications. The 
authorities in the French Zone of Morocco cannot make use 
of the liberty acquired by some of the provisions of the 
Treaty, including those relating to the modification of the 
Customs administration and the introduction of a quota 
svstem, until France has secured the assent of other 
countries possessing treaty rights in Morocco.

The High Commissioner for Australia has received tele- 
graphic advice from the Commonweath Government that—

are excluded from Item No. 1 of the list of goods deemed 
for Preference purposes to be of a class or kind not commer- 
cially manufactured in Australia (see the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ’’ of 17 June 1937 (pages 855-7) ). 

The effect of this decision is that no reconditioned 
machine will be entitled to Preference (if not wholly of 
United Kingdom origin) unless it derives at least 75 per 
cent. of its factory or works costs from United Kingdom (or 
Australian) labour and/or materials.

INFORMAL TRADE AGREEMENT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 31 December 1936 (page 
937), the Board of Trade have received telegraphic advice 
from the United Kingdom Acting High Commissioner in 
Australia that a new informal trade agreement between 
Australia and Japan became operative for one year on and 
from 1 July 1938. 


The new agreement provides, inter alia, for the continua- 
tion of the limitation by Japan of her exports of cotton and 
artificial silk piece-goods to Australia to 102,500,000 square 
yards per annum divided equally between cotton and 
artificial silk piece-goods. The artificial silk piece-goods 
quota includes staple fibre piece-goods. The duties on these 
goods remain unchanged.

(Preferential Rate) imposed by 
mergency Imposition of Duties (No. 138) Order, 1938 (see 
the “ Board of Trade Journal’”’ of 7 April 1938, page 494) 
and are imported on or after 13 July. 


The Order at (2) excludes component parts of single-phase 
electric meters which are not assemblies of two or more 
articles and are imported on or after 13 July, from the duty 
of 50 per cent. ad valorem referred to at Item 79/1 of the 
Kire Tariff. 


The Order at (3) provides for the imposition of a duty of 
30 per cent. ad valorem (Full Rate) and 20 per cent. ad 
valorem (Preferential Rate) on the following :— 

(a) Weighing machines and weighing scales of every 
description which are completely or substantially 
assembled, and 

(b) Weights for weighing machines or weighing scales 
of any description excluding any such weights 
which are made wholly or mainly of brass, bronze 
or gunmetal or a combination of any two or more 
of those metals, and 


(c) articles (other than weight charts, price charts, and 
weight and price charts) which are component 
parts of weighing scales of any description and 
are assemblies of two or more articles, assembled 
by means of screws or of bolts and nuts or of both 
screws and bolts and nuts. 


The duty imposed by this Order is in lien of the duty 
chargeable under Tariff Item 144. 


Provision is made in the Order for the duty-free admis- 
sion of the goods concerned, under licence, subject to certain 
conditions. 


The Order at (4) provides for the duty-free admission 
(subject to compliance with such conditions as the Revenue 
Commissioners may think fit to impose) of ply yarn, made 
wholly or mainly of cotton, imported solely for the purpose 
of being used in weaving or knitting goods by means of 
machinery (Tariff Item 274). 


The Order at (5) amends the licensing provision for linen, 
union and cotton piece-goods (see Emergency Imposition of 
Duties (No. 131) Order, 1938—‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,”’

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
IMPORTATION OF PLANTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that, in accordance with Decree No, 40/38, imports 
into Czechoslovakia of plants from countries where the 
presence of the Colorado beetle has been established must 
be accompanied by a certificate to the effect that the 
Colorado beetle has not been present in the place where the 
plants were grown and for a distance of 15 kilometres in 
all directions. 

An announcement appeared in the Czechoslovak ‘ Official 
Gazette’ of 14 June stating that the presence of the 
Colorado beetle has been established in France and Germany.

IMPORTATION OF FOOTWEAR 
INCORPORATING LEATHER SUBSTITUTES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 9 June 1938 (pages 
810-11), the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Copenhagen has forwarded translation of a Decree regard- 
ing additional exemptions from the new Danish Footwear 
Law. 

Following is a translation of the Decree :— 


DecREE REGARDING Footwear EXEMPTED FROM THE OPERA- 
TION oF Law No. 93 or 31 Marcu 1938 reEGARDING THE 
LIMITATION OF THE USE OF CARDBOARD AND OTHER SUB- 
STITUTES IN FooTwear. 

With reference to paragraph 6 of Law No. 93 of 31 March 

1938 regarding the limitation of the use of cardboard and 

other substitutes in footwear, the following is stipulated: 


Section 1 

In addition to the footwear mentioned in section 5 of the 
said Law, the following are until further notice exempted 
from the stipulations of the Law: 

Turned footwear. 

Leather footwear without heel (even if the footwear be 
provided with a lift, if the latter including the sole 
is not thicker than 1} cm.). 

Such footwear shall, however, on importation to Danish 
customs territory, be marked in a plain and durable manner 
with the word ‘‘ Udenlandsk’’ (meaning foreign). The 
marking shall be done in accordance with the stipulations 
of the 4th and 6th paragraphs of section 3 of the Law. 

SECTION 2 

This decree, which cancels decree No. 148 of 27 April 1932, 
regarding footwear exempted from the operation of Law 
No. 63 of 23 March 1932, regarding limitation of the use 
of cardboard and artificial leather in footwear, comes into 
operation immediately.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS 


Decisions which have recently been issued by the French 
Customs Administration with regard to the application of 
the French Customs ‘Tariff include the following. The 
duties quoted are the rates under the ‘“‘ Minimum”? Tariff; 
Endless conveyor belts, formed of iron or steel rods, joined by 

wires of the same metal—classification changed from ‘“‘ un. 

specified articles of iron or steel ’’ (Tariff No. 568) at various 
rates, to “‘ metal cloths of iron or steel”’ (Tariff No. 541) at 
rates varying according to the diameter of the wires. 

Eiderdowns known as American eiderdowns, lined with wool, 
feathers or wadding—formerly classified in the same way as 
ordinary eiderdowns, the feathers being dutiable separately as 
‘* prepared feathers for bedding ” (Tariff No. 26) at a rate of 
85 frs. per 100 kilogs., and the covers as ‘‘ other made up 
textile articles ’’ (Tariff No. 460 sex) paying the duty on the 
most highly taxed tissue increased by 10 per cent.*—the 
whole is now to be classified under Tariff No. 460 sex, pay- 
ing the duty on the most highly taxed tissue forming the 
cover, increased by 10 per cent. 

Cinematograph strips (or rolls), covered on one side with a 
layer of pulverised iron and intended for the recording of 
sound by magnetisation—as ‘‘ sensitised cinematograph rolls 
or strips, other than positive’ (Tariff No. 469 quater) ata 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem. 

Vitrifiable compositions or ceramic colours, with a base of borax, 
oxide of nickel, cadmium salt, etc. [revised classification] :— 

containing free cobalt oxide, in a proportion of : 

21 per cent. or less, expressed as cobalt-metal—as ‘“‘ vitri- 
fiable compositions ’’’ (Tariff No. 308 quater) at a rate 
of 15 per cent. ad valorem ;

(Tariff No. 0119 or 0120) at rates of 
3,190 or 3,720 frs. per 100 kilogs. 

Machines for cutting out metals by means of an oxy-acetylene 
or other blow-pipe—as ‘‘ ‘ other’ machine tools for working 
metals’ (Tariff No. 525 H) at rates between 130 and 570 frs. 
per 100 kilogs., according to weight. 

Stearates :— 

Of calcium—as ‘‘ ‘ other’ calcium salts ”’ 
a rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

Of alumina, magnesium and zinc—as ‘“‘ ‘ other’ unspecified 
chemical products ’’ (Tariff No. 0381) at a rate of 20 per 
cent., ad valorem. 

Brushes for electrical machines, of artificial carbon, fitted with 
metal parts for the equipment of motor vehicles—classification 
changed from ‘‘ worked accessories for electric machines ” 
(Tariff No, 536-4) at a rate of 20 per cent., ad valorem, to 
‘* other accessories for lighting apparatus and dynamos for the 
equipment of motor vehicles ’’ (Tariff No. 536-1) at a rate of 
20 frs. per 100 kilogs. 

Bobbins for spinning and weaving, with stem of cardboard and 
flanges of vulcanised fibre—as ‘‘ worked articles of vulcanised 
fibre, not specified elsewhere in the tariff’’ (Tariff No. 
463 bis) at a rate of 700 frs. per 100 kilogs. 

Machines (small) or rotary presses for copying letters on 
moistened pelure paper, with guillotine for cutting the paper— 
classification changed from ‘‘ accessory material for the paper- 
making trade’”’ (Tariff No. 521 ter) at a rate of between 5 
and 7 frs. per kilog, according to weight, to ‘‘ autographing 
and manifolding apparatus ’’ (Tariff No, 525 ter C) at rates 
of 20 or 25 frs. per kilog., according to weight. 

Invoicing machines, for the preparation of invoices, accounts, 
etc., including, as an accessory, a typewriter keyboard, allow- 
ing the typing of matter other than the results calculated 
by the calculating machine proper—as ‘‘ calculating machines ” 
(Tariff No. 525 ter B) at rates of between 1,200 and 1,950 frs. 
per 100 kilogs., according to weight.

Fine steel for tools (Tariff No, 207 ter*) dutiable at a rate of 
75 frs. per 100 kilogs. ‘This description was formerly applied 
to certain steels having a value of 180 frs. per 100 kilogs, or 
more. The value consideration is now abolished, however, and 
the definition of ‘‘ fine steels for tools’’ for classification 
under this Tariff No. is to be ‘‘ steels containing, simul- 
taneously, more than 0-06 per cent. of carbon, 0-01 per cent. 
at most of sulphur, and 0-03 per cent. at most of phosphorus. 


RESTRICTIONS ON THE IMPORT OF POTATOES 


The French “ Journal Officiel ’’ of 13 July contains two 
Orders, dated 12 July, which extend the system of restrict- 
ing imports into France to specified quotas to apply to fresh 
potatoes (ex Tariff No. 83), and fix the quota in respect of 
the period up to 30 June 1939 at 800,000 quintals, Imports 
are to be subject to licence. The provisions of the Orders 
are not applicable to potatoes intended for the production 
of tubers for use in the making of fecula, 

Potatoes proved to have been shipped direct to a French 
port or consigned to France from Kurope at a date before 
the new restriction comes into force may be admitted with- 
out limitation of quantity subject to a licence issued by the 
French Ministry of Agriculture. The benefit of this pro- 
vision will be extended to such goods even if they are ware- 
housed on arrival in France, and the same benefit will be 
accorded to potatoes in warehouses in France when the 
restriction comes into force. 

Quantities so imported, however, will be deducted from 
the quota. 

ImMpoRTS OF SEED PoTAToEs 


As regards the import of seed potatoes, it is announced 
that licences will be granted to importers on the basis of 
their imports during the period 1 July 1935 to 30 June 1938, 
on the one hand, and, on the other hand, on their purchases 
of the following varieties of French officially controlled seed 
potatoes of the 1938 crop: Bintje, Royal Kidney, Early 
Rose, Alberta, Flava, Etoile de Léon, Ackersegen, Saucisse, 
Industrie, Rosa, Flukke, Parnassia and Duchesse. 

Requests for licences based on imports during the period 
1 July 1935 to 30 June 1938 will be granted up to 80 per 
cent. of the annual average of such imports. 

Requests based on purchases of French seed potatoes will 
be granted in a proportion to be fixed later. Not less than 
one quinta! of foreign potatoes, however, will be permitted 
to be imported in compensation for the purchase of one 
quintal of French potatoes of the kinds stated above. It 
will be necessary for importers applying for licences to 
present a certificate from the ‘‘ Fédération nationale des 
producteurs de plants de pommes de terre, Canchomprez- 
Templeuve (Nord) ” attesting the sale and receipt of the 
goods and stating the quantity and variety. Persons holding 
certificates of purchase of selected officially controlled French 
potatoes and not using them for securing licences in their 
own name may transfer them by endorsement. 


Requests, in quadruplicate, by country and by Customs 
house, must state clearly the total quantity, and also 
the quantity of each variety desired to be imported, 
and must be made on forms of which samples may be ob- 
tained from the ‘‘ Ministére de l’agriculture (direction de 
agriculture, Ge bureau), 78, rue de Varenne, Paris (7). 
In the first place such demands must be made to the director 
of the agricultural services in the importer’s department, 
who will forward them to the “‘ Ministére de agriculture. 

Requests relating to imports to be effected during the 
autumn of 1938, and in any case before 15 January 1939, 
must reach the Ministry on 30 September at the latest. 
Requests in respect of the spring of 1939 must be re- 
ceived on or before 15 February 1939. 





* Goods covered by this item are subject to quota restrictions. 
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(A) Importers who have themselves imported during the 
period 1 July 1935 to 30 June 1938 must furnish the follow- 
ing documents with their requests :— 

(1) A statement, in quintals and by variety, of their 
imports during the period 1 July 1935 to 30 June 
1938 ; 

(2) The import licences issued to them during that 
period. In their absence, importers may present 
the Customs receipts or the international way- 


bills justifying the declared imports. Where 
transactions have been carried out in bulk 


through a forwarding agent, the persons con- 
cerned may produce lists drawn up and certified 
by the agent, consistent with his Customs list. 

(3) Traders normally engaged in the trade in seed 
potatoes must present the receipt, or a copy of 
the receipt, showing payment of the trading 
licence (patente) for 1936, or, in its absence, the 
notice concerning this fee for that year. 

Persons interested who have already presented these 
documents for the seasons 1935-36 and 1936-37 
need not furnish them again. 

(B) Importers who have imported foreign seed potatoes 
during the period 1 July 1935 to 30 June 1938 through a 
third person may, however, make use of their personal 
imporv rights if they can supply proofs that they, per- 
sonally, bought and paid for abroad the potatoes which they 
received and on which they paid the Customs duties. 

These proofs consist chiefly of the following documents : — 

(a) The contracts for the direct purchase from abroad 
of the goods received ; 

(b) The original invoices relating to these purchases ; 

(c) The international way-bills; 

(d) The documents proving the payment of Customs 
duties. 

Furthermore, the persons concerned must give the name 
of the beneficiary of the licence under which were imported 
the potatoes which they have so bought and paid for directly 
to the foreign supplier. Licences granted under this pro- 
vision will be deducted from the quantities available to be 
granted to the beneficiary of the licence used by a third 
person, 

Importers fulfilling the conditions stated above must in- 
form the ‘‘ Ministére de l’agriculture ”’ immediately and 
send in their requests, together with the necessary docu- 
ments, before 15 August 1938. After that date no request 
under this last provision can be considered. 


It will be recalled that imports of seed potatoes into 
France from the United Kingdom and from certain other 
countries have been subject to licence during previous 
seasons. United Kingdom seed potatoes will still require to 
be accompanied by certificates issued by the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries. 


FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 14 July contains two 
Decrees and two Orders, dated 13 July, which extend the 
system of restricting imports into France to apply to pre- 
cipitated barium carbonate (Tariff No. 099) and to yarns of 
phormium tenax, abaca and other vegetable fibres not 
specified in tho tariff, unpolished, pure or mixed, and 
single, unbleached, the phormium, abaca, ete., predominat- 
ing in weight (ex Tariff No. 366 bis). 

The import of precipitated barium carbonate is provi- 
sionally suspended. Goods proved to have been forwarded 
direct to France before 14 July will, however, be admitted if 
declared for consumption without being warehoused. 

The import of single, unbleached yarns of phormium 
tenax, etc., is restricted to a quota of 18,204 quintals per 
quarter. The import of such yarns is to be subject to 
licence, for which application should be made by importers 
to an inter-trade committee situated at 12, rue d’Anjou, 
Paris.

The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of 9 July 1938 contains 
an Order, dated 6 July 1938, which provides for the follow- 
ing modifications of the German Customs Tariff, with effect 
as from 15 July 1938:—

(brown wood board, known as leather board), or 
containing 15 per cent. or less of chemically pre- 
pared wood pulp, even dyed in the paste, accom- 
panied by certificates agreed upon between the 
Government of the Reich and the individual 
country—up to 31 December 1938: 3 Rm, per 
100 kilogs. (the normal rate is 8 Rm. per 100 
kilogs., with a conventional rate of 4 Rm. per 
100 kilogs.). 

The duty of 3 Rm. applies only to a total 
quantity per calendar year equal to 30 per cent. 
of the quantity of goods included in the above 
heading which, according to the official German 
import returns, was imported during 1937 from 
the individual country into the German Customs 
territory. 

Clearance at the rate of 3 Rm. is permissible 
only upon presentation of a contingent warrant 
attested by a German Customs Office, under 
Agreement made with the Government of the 
Reich. 


Note.—This Order does not apply to Austria.

A Law, dated 4 June, provides for the following modifica- 
tions in the alcohol consumption duties levied in the Tangier

per hectolitre of pure alcohol is imposed in addition 
to the existing consumption duty of 200 frs. per hecto- 
litre of pure alcohol. 

Spirits, perfumery, ete.—Spirits, liqueurs, fruits in 
spirit, medicaments, perfumery and other unspecified 
liquors are to be subject, on their total alcoholic con- 
tent, to a consumption duty of 750 frs. per hectolitre 
of pure alcohol and to a surtax of 250 frs. per hecto- 
litre of pure alcohol. 

The rates of consumption duty on wines are also modified.

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON COTTON SEWING 
YARNS 


The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded a trans- 
lation of the Cotton Sewing Thread Import Ordinance, 1938 
(Staatsblad No. 400 dated 30 June 1938), which provides 
that, during the period of twelve months from 1 July 1938 
to 30 June 1939, inclusive, the importation into the Nether- 
lands East Indies of cotton sewing thread in excess of the 
undermentioned quantities is prohibited :—

NORWAY 
EXPORT RESTRICTION ON SILVER AND BLUE 
FOXES 


H.M. Minister at Oslo has forwarded copy of a Royal 
Resolution and of Law No. 4, both issued and enforced on 
3 June 1938, which prohibits the export of live silver foxes 
and blue foxes from Norway, except under licence from the 
Norwegian Ministry of Agriculture. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN SILK 
RAYON YARN 


A Royal Resolution of 3 June 1938, with retrospective 
effect as from 1 July 1937, provides for the following modi- 
fication of the Norwegian Customs Tariff, viz. :— 

Yarn imported by Norwegian cable factories for the pro- 
duction of cables, under conditions to be laid down by 
the Ministry of Finance and Customs: 

ex Tariff No. 720: Of natural silk—duty reduced 
from 4 to 1 kr. per kilog.

ROUMANIA 
IMPORT PERMITS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that the 
Ministry of National Economy has issued and had published 
in the daily press a warning to merchants that no goods 
may be brought into the Roumanian Customs unless an 
import permit for them has previously been obtained. 

The Ministry points out that there is a shortage of foreign 
currency and that it is not desired to create again heavy 
arrears of commercial debts, and for this reason any mer- 
chants bringing forward goods without having first obtained 
an import permit will be regarded as having compromised 
the commercial credit of Roumania. All goods brought 
into the Customs without a permit will remain there at the 
risk of the importers. 

United Kingdom exporters are therefore advised to exer- 
cise caution in accepting new business and to take every 
care before shipping goods to Roumania to ascertain that 
the importer is in possession of the necessary import permit.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
ESTABLISHMENT OF FOREIGN TRADE ZONE 


H.M. Consul-General at New Orleans has reported that 4 
** Foreign Trade Zone ”’ or ‘‘ Free Zone ’’ within the Port 
of Mobile was to be opened on 1 July. 

The purpose of this zone is to provide a place within the 
precincts of the harbour where foreign goods and raw 
materials intended for re-export may be landed without the 
payment of Customs duties. No manufactured goods will 
be permitted, but the Zone will be used for “ storage as well 
as breaking up, examining, distributing, sorting, grading, 
cleaning, mixing with foreign and domestic merchandise ot 
otherwise manipulating goods.’’ Should any of these goods 
be intended for domestic consumption they would be subject 
to the usual Customs regulations. 


This is the second ‘‘ Free Zone ’’ to be established under 
the Celler Foreign Trade Zones Act of 18 June 1934 (see 
notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 2 August 1934 
(page 212) ), the first being at Stapleton, Staten Island, 
New York.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—Continued 
MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received copies of United States 
Treasury Decisions which amend the United States marking 
regulations as follows :— 


(1) Theatrical scenery, properties and apparel, im- 
ported by proprietors or managers of exhibitions 
for use by them, for exhibition purposes, and 
entered under paragraph 1747 of the Tariff Act 
of 1930, are not required to be marked to indicate 
the country of origin. 

(2) Articles manufactured or produced within the 
territory which comprised the Republic of 
Austria are now required to be marked to indi- 
cate Germany as the country of origin. 

(3) The marking ‘‘Spain’”’? as well as ‘‘ Canary 
Islands’’ is acceptable to indicate the country of 
origin of merchandise manufactured or produced 
in the Canary Islands. 

(4) Hosiery and all other imported articles, formerly 
exempted from marking under the provisions of 
Article 532 (b) (2), Customs Regulations of 1937, 
which can reasonably be marked in such a manner 
that the mark of origin will not be obliterated 
or destroyed by the further processing or manu- 
facture to which the article is usually subjected 
after importation, are now required to be so 
marked under section 304 of the Tariff Act of 
1930. 

(5) Individual sheets of imported zine are required to 
be marked to indicate the country of origin. 


In the case of (4) and (5), so far as these decisions in- 
volve a change of practice they will be applied only to 
articles which are imported after a period of sixty days 
has elapsed following the date of publication in the weekly 
Treasury Decisions. (These two decisions were published on 
23 June 1938.)

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is 
of a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as 
the following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations, 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.
